‘Cinerama Holiday’

I admit I certainly wasn’t ex- 
ting very much of Cinerama 
oliday. The medium is clumsy; 
traveling by Cinerama camera 
is like swinging down the lane 
in a steam roller or picking 
flowers with a power shovel. 
Still, a good rock crusher tries 
to do a tidy job. Those respon- 
sible for this tri-screened titan 
have for the most part simply 
dumped one  look-where-l-am 
postcard on top of another in a 
none too neat pile.

WASHINGTON (Kyodo-Reu- 
ter)—Britain retained its lead 
this year as the word's big- 
gest shipbuilder, the Commit- 
tee of American Steamship 
Lines reported Tuesdlay. 

On Jan. 1 last, British yards 
were constructing 330 merchant 
ships totaling 4,116,000 gross 
tons, according to its current 
bulletin. West Germany was 
second, with 244 ships totaling 
3,268,000 tons. Then came Ja- 
pan (183 ships, 3,136,000 tons); 
Sweden (182 ships, 2,790,000 
tons); the Netherlands (121 ships 
1,428,000 tons); France (85 
ships, 1,408,000 tons); Norway 
(92 ships, 1,207,000 tons); the 
United States (60 ships, 967,000 
tons); and Italy (53 ships, 880, 
000 tons). 

The committee represents 15 
United States shipping firms. 

Its bulletin said that world- 
wide shipbuilding activities 
were still declining but the rate 
of decline last year was less 
than in 1958, 

It said that British shipyards 
Were paring profits to obtain 
contracts and that some ships 
were being built at a boss.

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President Eisenhower’s Report 

President Eisenhower’s report to the American nation 
on his Far East journey, its successes and disappointments, 
was characterized by a sense of fairness and restraint. 

While declaring that the Communists had gone to “great 
lengths and expense” to create the disorder in Tokyo that 
compelled the Japanese Government to decide: to revoke 
it long-standing invitation for him to visit Japan, the 
President said that in spite of the outrageous conduct of a 
violent and disorderly minority, he had been assured that 


the Japanese people were 


in overwhelming majority 


anxious to welcome him as the representative of a nation 
with which they wished to cooperate and to have friendly 


relations. 


The President pointed out that the basic objective of 
the Communist-inspired disorders in Tokyo was to bring 
about the rejection by the Japanese Government of the 


revised security treaty. 


The fact that this move had failed, he said, was a signal 
defeat for international communism which far outweighed 
the, blocking of his own visit to Japan. 

In this way, the President saw not a humiliating defeat 
for himself and the United States in the cancellation of 
his visit but rather the occasion of a positive victory. 
In our view this is the best way to look at the incident 
as a whole, and it is significant that now that the new 
treaty has been ratified the bottom appears to have dropped 


out of the plans of the troublemakers.

The success of the 


its accompanying administrative agreement 


will naturally depend upon the course of future events. 
The political situation here remains in a confused state 
but we expect the nation to settle down to more normal 
conditions within a short time and that, as intimate relations 
with the United States continue through well-tried channels, 
the néw treaty will be found to make those relations easier 


instead of more difficult. 


Part of President Eisenhower's address was devoted to 
a generous appreciation of what he termed “Japan’s fine 


record.” 


We hope the American people will take note of 


the President’s appreciation of this country’s efforts and 
his optimism as to the future. 
There was quite naturally some indignation in the 


United States at the 


last-minute cancellation of Mr. 


Eisenhower's visit here and some of the more excitable 
spirits began to consider some means of retaliation. Happily, 
the move to boycott Japanese goods has not received much 
support from the American public who appear to have 
shown a remarkable appreciation of this country’s difficult 


circumstances.

The President referred to efforts for the development 
of Asian countries and in this connection, he said a free 
and friendly Japan could reinforce American policy, as 
indeed she was already doing through aid programs of 


her own. 


We must hope that this policy will be continued 


by future Japanese Governments and that the sound 
\reapreme of the past will be further extended in cooperation 


ith the United States and other free nations. 


Everything 


points now to a need for the countries pledged to con- 
stitutional government and free institutions to draw their 
ranks closer together both for defense and for mutual 


economic development. 


Reading Mr. Eisenhower's report, and considering all 
the circumstances of the case, we do not feel that there 
has been any major failure of the American policy in the 


Far East. 


That policy, to our mind, is too soundly founded 


on the principles of trying to secure economic betterment 
and preserving human liberties to be able to undergo 


defeat at the hands of a mob of demonstrators. 


It is a 


matter for deep regret, of course, that President Eisenhower 


should have been prevented 


from coming here by such 


demonstrations, and still more so that leftist propaganda 
should have succeeded in closing the eyes of many people 
to the true nature of the cooperation for good it is sought 
to ensure between this country and the United States. 

Only a little calm reflection is needed now to convince 
any sensible person of the absurdity and viciousness of 
the slogans screamed in the streets of Tokyo during the 


recent riots. 


The best thing that can be done to make 


amends is to see that such senseless outbursts do not 


occur again.

Money in Politics 


Need of Fund Primary Factor for Party Factionalism 


Factionalism ‘appears to be 
a pronounced feature of con- 
temporary Japanese politics, 
particularly of the conservative 
regime. Of course, as far as 
its basic principles are concern- 
ed, it is not confined to the con- 
servative party nor, for that 
matter, to Japanese parties. 

Nonetheless, the particular 
circumstances under which it 
manifests itself today are de- 
finitely peculiar to the postwar 
Japanese scene. 

What are the differences 
between the prewar and post- 
war situations? 

Before the war (between 
1915 and 1940) politics was like 
a football tossed between the 
tv’o major conservative parties, 
Selyukai and Minseito or their 
respective predecessors. Dur- 
ing those years factions within 
a party were few except the 
notable example of the split of 
Seivukai in 1939 into two fac- 
tions under Fusanosuke Kuhara 
(main 


current) and its re- 
formist rival under Chikuhei 
Nakajima. 


Compared with this, the 
postwar picture is almost kalei- 
doscopic, with numerous groups 
forming and disappearing, and 
politicians shifting their loyal- 
ties. 

Money Makes Factions 

What makes factions? The 
primary factor is money, or 
to use a more dignified term, 
political fund, essential for a 
politician to hold a seat in the 
parliament. 

Under the present political 
system in Japan, a politician 
needs far more money than 
his stipend and allowances in 
order to keep his fences back 
home in good repair as well 
as be active in the capital. His 
monthly revenue of a little over 
¥100,000 is hardly sufficient 
even to cover his living and 
transportation costs. A general 
election—which happens more 
often than the normal once in 
every foyr years—costs politi- 
cians at least a few million yen 
on an average and often tens 
of millions. 

His expenditures in his con- 
stituency includes holding ban- 
quets with local politicians and 
other influential men and public 
speaking meetings and keep- 
ing his supporters and cam- 
paign managers happy. 

In the capital, he must see 
t it that visitors from his 
constituency are well taken 
care of and satisfied and the 
schoolchildren on excursions 
take home gifts so that they 
can mention his name to their 
families. 

Ridiculous but N 

Ridiculous as these measures 
may appear to an idealist poli- 
ticlan, they are absolutely es- 
sential if he wants to keep his 
Dietman’s maroon badge. An 
excellent example of a man 
who did not, or could not, re- 
sort to the usual means of cul- 
tivating his constituency, was 
a former minister of justice. In 
a recent general, election, he 
did not spend the usual amount 
of money he might have if he 
had not been in the ticklish 
position of justice minister. 
Thus, despite the title he car- 
ried, which is considered worth 
tens of thousands of votes, he

It is to be regretted that the 
struggle for power within the 
ruling Liberal-Democratic Party 
is being increasingly intensified 


despite the fact that one full 
week has elapsed since Prime 
Minister Nobusuke Kishi an- 
nounced his intention to step 
down. No one can tell when the 
next Cabinet will be organized 
and the nation’s political situa- 
tion stabilized through Diet dis- 
solution and a general election.

If a political party as a whole 
wants to win an election, it 
must provide its candidates 
with the needed funds, The 
next question is who provides 
them? 

Before the war, there were 
only a few zaibatsu sources 
Which provided money to thé 
parties, e.g., Mitsui for Seivukai 
and Mitsubishi for Minseito. 

These zaibatsu, however, 
were broken up in one of the 
sweeping Occupation reforms 
after the war, replaced by busi- 
ness enterprises of smaller 
scale and those ‘of postwar 
origin, 

An ‘inevitable development 
was that individual politicians 
established contacts with them 
on their own, makirig them 
their patrons. Or perhaps, it is 
equally true to say that post- 
war business interests sought 
individually their political pro- 
teges to have their interests re- 
flected in the nation’s policy 
making. 

Thus, instead of money flow- 
ing into a conservative party 
through its official treasury, it 
was directed into the pockets of 


a number of influential polliti- 
cians. 


Two Divisions 

This resulted in the emer- 
gence of a rough division 
among politicians between two 
classes: (1) those important 
ones who obtain financial as- 
sistance from business leaders 
directly and (2) those who are 
not important enough and con- 
sequently depend on those of 
the first category for assistance. 

The relationship between the 
two is simply that of a political 
boss and his henchmen, or to 
avoid the vulgar descriptions, 
leader and his followers. In 
Japanese the leaders are known 
as “ryoshu” or “jitsuryokusha” 
(men or real power). 

Their groupings are the so 
called factions. 

A factional leader thus keeps 
his followers supplied with 
necessary funds by doling out, 
for instance, yearend allowances 
in terms of hundreds of thou- 
sands of yen, before the polli- 
ticians head for their constitu- 
encies for New Year. Recently, 
such a leader traveled around 
the world, and when he was in 
the capital of European nation, 
all of his faction members who 


also happened to be In Europe 
at that time came there to hold 
a kind of reunion, Thereupon 
the influential and well-financed 
politician handed out allow- 
ances in greenbacks to each of 
them. 

In such a leader-follower rela- 
tionship, benefits of course, do 
not move only in one direction. 
Each factional leader expects 
loyalty from his men in return. 
And such a loyalty counts most 
when a new party president is 
to be chosen. 

Should the decision be made 
by a popular vote at a party 
convention, as was the case in 
late 1958, even the strength of 
a faction, not headed by any of 
two or three strongest candi- 
dates for presidency, is vitally 
important. 


Not All Loyal 


For ne can bargain with the 
factions of the presidential as- 
pirants for a maximum political 
advantage on the basis of the fol- 
lowing he commands. He can 
for instance, ask for a certain 
number of Cabinet or top party 
posts in return for the support 
of his faction for a certain can- 
didate. 

Not all politicians who are 
considered to belong to one fac- 
tion or another, however, have 
an unshakable loyalty. 

A recent political gossip col- 
umn in a vernacular paper car- 
ries the following report: 

A reporter saw a backbencher 
in the Diet building lobby and 
asked, “Which of the three can- 
didates. (Hayato Ikeda, Bam- 
boku Ohno and Mitsujiro Ishii) 
do you support? The reply was: 
“Do you think I| am foolish 
enough to give an answer 
now?” He was probably an in- 
dependent, looking for the high- 
est bidder. One of the three 
factions is saki to have offered 
“money to anyone who wants 
money” and “any amount of 
sake to anyone who wants to 
drink sake” in exchange for his 
support of its leader. And a 
rival faction countered with 
this bargain: a politician who 
has been returned three times 
may be made chairman of a 
standing committee; one who 
has been returned more than 
four times may be made a Cabi- 
net member; and even a fresh- 
man Dietman can become a 
parliamentary vice minister.

To the Editor: 


It would appear, with regard 
to the true state of affairs 
in Japan, that America had 
been sadly misinformed thus 
causing President Eisenhower to 
be led right up to the “genkan” 
before being advised that he 
may not enter. Yet one cannot 
blame heads of diplomatic mis- 
sions for misreadings and 
misjudgment when so many 
Japanese themselves are either 
blind and deaf, or prefer to 
assume blindness and  deaf- 
ness, toward the signs and 
grumblings of the times. 


Naturally, the present Gov- 
ernment takes the attitude that 
all those who are not with it, 
or who cannot be forced into 
alignment with its policies, are 
being led against it by some 
Outside subversive force because 
the men in power today and 
those of their age and genera- 
tion grew up in a Japan that 
offered no alternative but to 
bow before power and to vacil- 
late with that power between 
spasms of _ultra-nationalism 
and spasms of following in the 
wake of whatever foreign 
power appeared to be in the 
ascendancy in the world. 


Most of the young people 
taking part in the present series 
of demonstrations have grown 
up under a Constitution that 
grants equality and freedom of 
speech and opinion to all Japa- 
nese ... a freedom and equal- 
ity unknown even to their 
parents. They are not neces- 
sarily against the Government 
itself but against a government 
determined to carry out its wiN 
irrespective of any and all 
voices raised against its policies 
and the questionable methods it 
employs to gain its ends. 

The present Government 
simply cannot understand that 
the young people of today are 
different from those of their 
own youth and that the treat- 
ment meted out to them by the 
governing body humiliates their 


intelligence and growing 
self-dietermination. The present 
Government, instead of lis- 


tening in a civilized way and 
with sympathy and understand- 
ing to their pleas, endeavors to 
stamp out all opposition to its 
will by the old familiar inhu- 
man and overbearing methods. 


Furthermore, not only the 
demonstrators, old and yeung, 
but the whole world remember 
Mr. Kishi as one of the milita- 
ristic group who, in the 1940s, 
misjudged the potential 
strength of the Axis as against 
that of the Allies, promising 
that by lining up with Ger- 
many and Italy, Japan could rid 
Asia of the hated western in- 
truders, Americans included. 


Now this same Mr. Kishi is 
asking Japan to follow in the 
wake of those same Americans 
simply because Japan, since the 
Meiji Restoration, has felt an 
overwhelming need to follow in 
the wake of the foreign Power 
most likely to be of greatest 
use to its material advancement. 

Let it be noted that Japan 
is concerned only with 
“material” advancement.

In spite of all errors and 
tragic possibilities, President 
Elsenhower, in line of duty, ex- 
pressed his willingness to face 
Tokyo’s hostile mobs.

But Japan, in modern times 
at least, has never had a leader. 
All post-Meiji-Restoration Japan 
has known to date has been 
domination and a_ willy-nilly 
following after one foreign 
Power or another. 


Obviously the day for bowing 
politely and without seif-deter- 
mination under oppression is 
passing. The great pity is that 
so many well-meaning young 
people are having to bear the 
brunt of that passing.

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Shift to Philippines 
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The Parallel

The natural exuberance, the uncompromising idealism, and 
the quixotic chivairy of youth—along with its immaturity— 
sparked earlier this month an explosive situation that resulted in 
an astonishing and unprecedented demonstration of violence, an 


irrational use of force. 


The abominable event can never be erased from history, nor 
can anyone ever completely repair the damage done. 

Over-excited students, most of them members of the Zengaku- 
ren, agitated and inflamed to the point of blind fury, resorted to 
Violence in expressing their confused politica] beliefs. 

One auspicious outcome, however, resulted from the turmoil. 
On June 17 Japanese newspaper publishers issued belatedly a 
joint declaration pledging themselves to defend parliamentarian- 


ism against violence. 


The public welcomed this declaration with great hope and 
confidence and I feel certain that they will coopergte in accom- 


plishing this common purpose. 


Deeply motivated persons, some of whom rioted with the 
mob this month, undoubtedly feel the urgency of their mission so 
strongly that they condone and resort to the use of violence. Their 
sincerity, in many cases, is not to be doubted; but their actions can 
not—must not—under any circumstances be approved. 

Violence, like a raging fire, cannot be controlled, nor can Its 


destructiveness be assuaged. 


If we condone in the slightest any violence such as that of 
our students recently, we will be lighting the match that will ut- 
terly destroy Japan as a nation dedicated to democratic govern- 


ment. 


Not 80 very many years back, on Feb. 26, 1936, a group of 
young Army officers assassinated Lord Keeper of the Privy Seal 
Makoto Saito and Finance Minister Korekivo Takahashi in a coup 
d'etat. The young officers ostensibly were determined to eradicate 
political corruption and they protested that the worthiness of their 
objective justified their murderous conduct. Others, incited by 
these terrorists, added to the turbulent situation by actuaHy cur- 
rying their favor. With dead certainty they set the stage for the 
inevitable chaos of World War II. 


This tragic lesson is something that the Japanese people must 


never forget. 


Public agitation is somewhat like the rolling of a ship. Weak- 
limbed passengers totter this way and that as the ship heaves and 
rolls, accentuating its violent action, threatening to capsize it. On 
the other hand, strong-limbed passengers, in trving to balance 


the ship, reduce its swaying. 


The gfeat educator Yukichi Fukuzawa often acted as a 
strong-limbed mentor in his writing and his spoken word, 

As one who has long been associated with the academic world 
I am deeply concerned with the influence that professors and 
teachers can and should have upon their students at a time when 
they are being goaded into destroving their own democratic gov- 
ernment, ruining the economy of the country, and belittling their 


own self-respect. 


Is it asking too much for university professors to become 
strong-limbed, true masters as was Yukichi Fukuzawa, in stabiliz- 


ing the academic world? 


I think not. 


This, of course, calls for 


courage and dedication to the task, such as the people have a 


right to expect. 


Student problems would be mitigated to a large extent if 
their professors became true leaders, using their influence to 
protect democracy, oppposing violence in every form. Here is 
something that deserves the calm and deliberate consideration 
of every teacher, a challenge none can ignore. 

The exuberance, the idealism and the chivalry of students 
deserve much better training, disciplining and nurturing on the 
part of their professors than has been forthcoming in the recent 


past. 


Properly educated our youth will become exemplary citizens; 


left to run wild in packs they 


devouring each other. 


will destroy our civilization in 


It will be a lang while before the dark shadow recently cast 


on Japan by our irresponsible students will disappear.

MANILA (UPI)—If Japanese 
political unrest should make 
U.S. bases in Japan untenable, 
there is every indication that a 
shift of American military 
forces to the Philippines would 
be welcomed here. 


Down in the land of fiesta, 
eternal summer and the big 
smile, the general reaction to 
the anti-American mobs in To- 
kyo has been a polite “we told 
you so.” 

For among a great many in- 
fluential Filipinos, a prime 
source of discontent over the 
past several years—aside from 
World War II claims and juris- 
dictional disputes over Ameri- 
can servicemen—has been the 
feeling that the United States 
was putting too much reliance 
on a former enemy, Japan, and 
shunning a proven wartime 
friend, the Philippines. 

There was little doubt here 
that a vast majority of Fili- 
pinos, government leaders as 
well as private citizens, would 
welcome a build-up of U.S. mili- 


tary strength in the Philip- 
pines. And this despite well- 
publicized threats by Soviet 


Russia and Communist China 
against those nations harbor- 
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ing U.S. bases. 

In fact, Philippines President 
Carlos P. Garcia has invited the 
stationing of U.S. “defensive” 
missiles in the Philippines and 
the Government has formally 
asked for increased military aid 
—ships, planes and infantry 
equipment. 

Strategically, the Philippines 
is the gateway to Southeast 
Asia. Vietnam, Thailand, Laos, 
Indonesia aN are within easy 
supply, or strike range. 

The southern coast of Com- 
munist China is a scant 600 
miles away. From Philippines 
air bases—or possible missile 
installations—all the sprawling 
Communist Chinese empire 
falls within easy range. 

And talk about “unsinkabie 
aircraft carriers” — there are 
more than 3,000 Philippines is- 
lands. 

Politically speaking, there is 
little anti-Americanism in the 
Philippines. This is apparently 
due to the results of a general- 
ly unoppressive American colo- 
nial policy during 50 years of 
American rule in the Philip- 
pines. Also, Filipinos, with a 
powerful overseas Chinese 
minority among them, are in- 
creasingly disturbed by the 
belligerence of Red China. 

Both major political parties, 
the presentiy ruling Nacional- 
istas and the resurging Lib- 
erals, proclaim close friendship 
with the U.S. It is mostly a. 
matter of who is more s0, 3 
factor which has proven to be 
important in recent national 
elections and one which astute 


Filipino politicians are well 
aware of. 
The United States already 


maintains substantial military 
strength in the Philippines — 
about 60,000 men in all. Most 
are air force and navy person- 
nel. The only army troops are 
a small handful of military ad- 
visers. . 

The 13th Air Force is based 
at sprawling Clark Field Air 
Force Base in Pampanga Pro- 
vince, 45 miles north of Manila. 
A major hub for possible air 


‘force operations into Southeast 


Asia or Taiwan, Clark Field 
has in the past been used for 
major buildups in the Far East. 
This was done at the time of 
the 1958 Quemoy crisis. 

The navy maintains one of the 
world’s finest foreign installa- 
tions at Subic City, a giant com- 
plex of depots, drydocks and 
air fields on the west coast of 


Luzon—facing Red China. It 
could, technically, handle the 
entire 7th Fleet. At Sangley 


Point Naval Air Station, just 
across the bay from Manila, 


navy patrol planes fly out of a 
year-round, all-weather air field 
that can handle any plane fiy- 
ing today, ,
